22. (New) The charge-modified proteinaceous compound of claim 21 wherein 
said compound exhibits a serum half-life that is at least 10% greater than the serum half-life of 
the unmodified protein. 

23. (New) The charge-modified proteinaceous compound of claim 21 wherein 
said compound exhibits a serum half-life that is at least 20% greater than the serum half-life of 
the unmodified protein. 
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
